WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—The President has been informed by members of the 
House of Representatives that if he deemed such action opportune or expedient a 
bill could and would be immediately introduced and assuredly passed through the 
House, placing at the disposal of the Government $200,000,000, or as much thereof 
as may be necessary fo the purpose of strengthening and completing the national de- 
fenses. 
The President was greatly pleased at the confidence reposed in him, as indicated 
by the semi-official offer of unlimited supplies which came from both parties, but gave 
no indication of his wishes in the matter or what his decision would be. 
In official circles here, while patience is by no means exhausted, the feeling is 
growing stronger with every hour that enough has been done on the part of the ad- 
ministration to spare the susceptibilities of Spain, and that the time has come, when 
in any steps that are to be taken in the future, only the interests of our national honor 
and the defense of our seaboard cities should be consulted. 
_ In Washington there is not a dissenting voice raised to the pertinent question in 
the Post-Dispatch, whether Spain’s responsibility for the destruction of the Maine 
being established, we should not exact freedom for Cuba rather than a mere cash 
indemnity for lives which can not be replaced, and which to their mourning nation 
are simply invaluable. 
All authorities agree here, and official slaves are unanimous, that while the 
disaster to the Maine has now dwarfed into insignificance all the preceding hardships 
and discomforts which we have borne for three years so patiently, yet it is but the 
culminating and the crowning infarey of Spanish warfare in Cuba, and that no 
settlement of the incident could be regarded as satisfactory or as promising final 
relief which did not send the Spanish flag back to Spain and keep it there. 
Always granting that the disaster to the Maine is brought home to the Spanish 
authorities, and upon this point there is not the slightest doubt entertained to-day 
in well-informed circles, this atrocity will be accepted as the final and convincing 
proof that our relations of close neighborhood with Spain are a constant menace 
and a danger even in time of peace, that a Spanish Cuba is an intolerable nuisance, 
which, if permitted, would cost us hundreds and hundreds of millions of dollars, and 
even then, and taking for granted a continuance of our long-suffering attitude, would 
ultimately involve us in a war. 
Indeed, even by those who do not underestimate the strength of Spain, and who 
are fully acquainted with the military and naval preparations upon which she has 
been engaged for the last three years, it is not thought that a war to accomplish the 
liberation of Cuba would prove as costly to the country as has been the state of 
constant uncertainty in which we have lived for the last 18 months. 
By this uncertainty the actual losses to our commerce estimated at hundreds 
of millions in the memorials sent here by New York and other merchants, and the 


tremendous expense incurred in maintaining the neutrality laws, are, in comparison 
with others, indirect and difficult to determine, most insignificant, | 

The attitude of the administration is clear. The policy of the Government to- 
ward Spain need not be decided upon in star chamber conferences. The President 
wishes the fullest expression of public opinion. As far as it is compatible with his 
duty he will take the public into his confidence, and he will execute the popular 
verdict fearlessly and well. 

Washington is crowded with army and navy officers. 

There is not an officer in the navy who has not been heard from since the blow- 
ing up of the Maine with a request for active and immediate service. 

It is upon this morale and the spirit shown by every officer, from the highest 
admiral to the most youthful cadet that the Government relies to overcome many 
shortcomings in matters of equipment which can not all be supplied or made good at 
this, the eleventh hour. 

The officers of the army are not a whit less forward in their offers for service. 
I could fill a column of the Post-Dispatch with the names of officers who have 
placed their services unreservedly at the disposition of the President. 

Col. Ernst, the commandant of West Point, and an officer of distinguished ser- 
vices, has reached here, and had a long conference with Secretary Alger, which is

[Not a Moment Is Being Lost by the Military and

Service on Land and Sea.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.—Nothing could be more suggestive of war than the 
unusual activity at the Washington Navy Yard. 

Every wheel is turning; every lathe and piece of machinery is made to perform 
its functions to the fullest extent; every foreman is pushing things in his department, 
while the officers are to be seen running about the yards from shop to shop as they 
have not been accustomed to do in the past. 

One thousand men are employed, and the ful) day capacity of the immense plant 
is utilized. Orders are momentarily expected to run day and night, which would 
treble the present capacity, as there would be three eight hour shifts instead of one, 
as at present. 

Guns from one-pounders up to the monster 18-inch pieces are being made ready 
for immediate use in Uncle Sam’s navy with all possible dispatch. 

Much attention is being given to the guns for use on the merchant vessels which 
would be armed and converted into warships, should the declaration of war be forth- 
coming. There are 125 guns of the size that would comprise the armament of the 
auxiliary fleet that could be placed on board those vessels at once, and within a very 
short time the batteries that could now be supplied could be supplemented with many 
more. 

It is estimated that a liner like the St. Louis contd carry about forty guns, ranging 
from small rapid fire pieces to 6 and 8-inch rifles. That big ship thus armed could do 
fearful ®xecution and would be a most formidable antagonist for any foe. “As com- 
merce destroyers such vessels would be supreme. 

At the yard there are twenty-six of the big 13-inch guns in various stages of 
completion, one-half of which are ready for immediate use. Inside of two months 
the entire number could be*made available, and as fast as one is completed, new ones 
cquld be started. It is a most significant fact that these powerful weapons are being 
rapidly put in shape. O:dinarily work is not rushed on such pieces, owing to the 
desire to make them as perfect as skill and delicate and highly perfected machinery 
can make them, 

Another significant fact is that the old guns which were first supplied the navy 
and placed upon the Chicago, Philadelphia and other vessels have been brought into 
the shops and are being converted into modern rapid fire guns. These are largely of 
the 6 and 8-inch type, but after they leave the navy yard they will be strictly up to 
date and most effective in every way. Some of these pieces have been lying about the 
yard for some time, the intention being to remodel them when work on new pieces was 
slack. These converted pieces will be placed aboard the merchant vessels to com- 
prise their armament should they be called into service. 

It is estimated that the fleet of merchant vessels that would be pressed into ser- 
vice and made part of the United States naval forces would require about 700 guns, 
all of which could be made ready in a comparatively short time. 

One hundred Maxim-Nordenfeldt automatic one-pounders are now being made 
here and orders have been given for 100 more one-pounders of the Maxim-Norden- 
feldt type. 

The officers in command at the yard calmly say to all inquirers that everything 
is running as usual at the yard and that the possibility of hostilities has not altered 


their plans. But even the casual observer can see that not a moment is being lost 
in the ordnance department.

Other financial causes had their effect, especially the displeasure of the French 
bankers and capitalists because Premier Sagasta’s Cabinet has refused to give assist- 
nce to the railway companies in which French capital is most invested, and because 
the Spanish Cabinet prefers to raise money in Spain for the Cuban war expenditure 
rather than accept the hard terms of the foreign money lenders.

HE SAW THE MAINE DISASTER AND HAS NO 
DOUBT IT WAS CAUSED BY THE SPANIARDS. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—One of the first 
eye-witnesses of the Maine explosion to 
arrive in this city is Joseph M, Mann, a 
business man, Providence, R. I. 

“What is my theory regarding the cause 
of the disaster?’ he said, in answer to a 
question: “it is the theory advanced by nine 
out of ten Americans in Cuba to-day—that 


the Maine was blown up from outside, I 
cannot, without violating confidence, tell 
all that I heard that night on board the 
City of Washington, but I will say that not 
a few officers of the Maine were then of the 
unalterable “opinion that the wrecking of 
Chese ship was the flendish work of an out- 
sider.’’ 

Mr. Mann was a passenger on the Ward 
Line steamer City of Washington, which 
arrived in Havana less than half an hour 
before the catastrophe to the Maine. 

‘“‘We cast anchor in Havana Bay, less 
than 300 feet from the Maine, a few min- 
utes after 9 o’clock on that fateful even- 
ing.’’ said Mr. Mann. “Suddenly I heard a 
dull, muffled sound. It was like the explo- 
sion of a gant cracker under the water. 

“T paid no attention to it, but almost 
immediately after came a roar that fairly 
shook our ship from stern to stern. We 
could hear the sound of falling missiles 
on the deck above. 

“Looking out of the saloon port ‘hole 
toward the Maine, I saw her midghip sec- 
tion apparently 50 feet in the air™ All 
around was a mass of flame and smoke. 
Something struck the side of our ship just 
then and again she shivered all over. Two 


boats were immediately lowered from our|to the other. 


Two other 
boats were soon made ready. and in them 
the crew of the City of Washington, assist- 
ed by Capt. Stevens and the officers, 
picked ps over a score of the crew and 
several officers. 

“Capt. Sigsbee was the last man to leave 
his ship. We could see his figure clearly 
outlined against the flame of the super- 
structure and his voice rang out as a 
trumpet. 

“Soon we had 28 officers and about 30 of 
the crew on board the City of Washington. 
Bed sheets and linen of all kinds were torn 
into strips and used as bandages. All the 
passengers lent a hand in suceoring the 
wounded, who bore their hurts with won- 
derfu] stoicism. 

“Many of them were terribly mangled, 
and one or two died as they were carried 
on board of the City of Washington. 

“Less than an hour after the explosion 
mag General Lee came aboard the Wash- 
ngton. 

“None of the passengers on the City of 
Washington would have dared to leave the 
ship that night. The greatest disorder 
seemed to prevail on shore. 

“The next morning when we landed 
— officers were around everywhere. 
It was a common thing to hear the rabbie 
say, as they looked at the hulk of the 
Maine, ‘served them right,’ or we'll serve 
then the same way again if they send 
another war vessel down here.’

WONDERFUL FEATS.

NEW YORK, Feb. 25.—The Holland sub- 
marine boat is a jolly joker. She took a 
spin down the bay with a tug of watchful 
policemen following close behind. They 
thought she would do harm.-to the Vizeaya, 

The boat smiled sweetly as long as a tow- 
ing tug wag piloting her through the Kills. 
Then with mermaidenly coquettishness she 
gracefully disappeared, bow down, against 
a tide that was running about ten miles an 


hour. A man in the conning tower grinned 


at the policemen as the Holland went down 


at an angle of 45 degrees. 

The police waited six hours for the pesky 
thing. To their chagrin, they learned that 
the Holland had reappeared at Perth Am- 
boy, 18 miles away. They found her diving 
and cavorting about—showing off as it were 
—and watched her until she tied up. She 
beats Jules Verne’s Nautilus. 

“She’s a skin every way.” said the in- 
ventor. smiling broadly. “She steers and 
dives like a fish.” 

The Holland is about 6 feet long and cl- 
gar shaped. A single screw, propelled by 
a gas motor, enables her to make eight 
knots an hour, either on the surface or 
under water. Her rudders are on pivots. 
linder water they take a horizontal posi- 
tion and steer just as well as on the sur- 


ace. 
ache ship is steered by a man in a little 
conning tower fitted with plate-glass win- 
dow. Air is supplied from reservoirs. Mr. 
Holland says the boat can remain under 
water four hours at a time. She can go 
7 feet belaw the surface, where a sheil 
hurled at her could nat reach her. She 
carries three dynamite guns, each with a 
range under water of 800 yards, 

The police are as mysterious about their 
interest in the Holland as is the inventor 
about the use to which the boat is to be

P For more than a year the Holland has 
been lying alongside her pier at Elizabeth- 
port. Mr. Holland, a square-jawed, close- 
mouthed man, about 3} years old, hag spent 
haif his lifetime in bringing his invention 
up to the point where it could accomplish 
the feat it performed. No one besides his 
workmen know the secret of the boat's 
construction. They are sworn to secrecy.

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—The officers of the 
United States Army declare that so far as 
new artillery weapons for land service are 
concerned, Uncle Sam ‘is ready to meet 
Spain or any ally she is likely to have. 

The pressing need is not for guns, but for 
men. In case of war the first necessity 
would be the doubling of the artillery forces. 
The defenses of New York are of the first 


importance should war be declared. The 
main entrance to the harbor is guarded by 
the fortifications at Sandy Hook, Fort Ham- 
diton and Fort Wadsworth. The plan will 
not be complete until Norton’s Point and 
Gravesend Bay are also fort.fied. 

Entrance through Long Island Sound is 

uvarded by Fort Slocum, Fort Schuyler and 

iliets Point. The great guns of these 
coast defenses have enormous power. 

Sandy Hook is, of course, furnished with 
the mightiest engines. It has the greatest 
number of high-power guns, for upon it 
rests the heaviest burden. 

Much misapprehension exists relative to 
the range of the high-power guns. lt is 
true that they can send a : Spnergg ony 12 or 
15 miles, but their fire could not be accu- 
rate, and each time a 12-inch rifle is dis- 
charged it costs about $600. Therefore, the 
firing of these big guns is reserved for close 
range. 

As a matter of fact, firing would not be- 
gin until the range was within four or five 
miles. At this distance the firing could be 
made reasonably accurate. 

The manner in which the battle against 
an invading fleet would be conducted is a 
matter of timely interest. 

The horizon line from Sandy Hook Is 
from eight to ten miles. Directly a ship was 
sighted officers and men would be sent to 
their .stations. The commanding officer 
would take his place in the conning tower. 
Not a human being could be geen. 

The observers and range-finders would 
begin their work. The sea is marked off 
and charted in imaginary squares of 100 
yards each. As often as four times a min- 
ute’the observers could teil on what square 
a ship would be a few seconds later with 
absolute certainty. The officers know how 
toany seconds it will take their projectiles 
» go the distance. Hence the firing is con- 
caqucted with mathematical accuracy. 

The mortar bateries would first open fire 
from their pits. These are back of the big 
guns, toward the horseshoe, as they send 
their projectiles up into the air. 

Each mortar battery consists of 16 guns, 
divided into groups of four each. There is 
a magazine for each group, earth and ma- 
sonry work making four divisions of the 
pit. There is a powder room and a shell 
room, ahd a place for the cannoneers to 
take refuge in. 

The mortars are short in comparison with 
the rifles. They are designed to throw pro- 


jJectiles high into the air and drop them on 
| the decks of ships, the least protected part 
of the tnodern veasel. 
s The mortar batteries would open fire at 
(000 or 3000 yards range. The mortars, which 
are breech loaders, are aimed by men in the 
pit, who can see nothing. They are told 

»y the officers at the range-finder to point 
the mortars at possibly 62 degrees in the 
air and in @ certain direction marked by 
degrees. The whole battery is fired at once, 
so that the projectiles will rain over an en- 
tire square, and if a ship is within thet 
square it must suffer. 

If-this vessel or others should escape dam- 
age from the mortars then the eight-inch 
guns would open fire. The high-power rifles 
send an obiong steel’ projectile directly 
against a vessel's side. If the eight-inch gun 
strikes a vulnerable spot it might sink the 
ship, but otherwise it may do no great 
amount of damage at long renge. It costs 
about $250 to fire an eight-inch gun. 

If the fleet continues to approach, the 10- 
inch guns would open fire, and these can do 
execution at long range at a cost of $359 per 
shot. And if the ships of a fleet are not 
disabled, but come on, the big 12-inch guns 
would make ready. 

It is not expected that many shots will 
be fired from these big guns. At close 
range, a mile or so, they can eend a pro- 
jectile through armor and everything: A 
single shot is enough to give a battleship 
her coup de grace. 

There will shortly be a 16-inch rifle placed 
on Sandy Hook. The ingot was cast at 
Bethlehem, Pa., this week. I[t will be 49 
feet long, weighing 126 tons, and will send 
a projectile weighing 2800 pounds a dis- 
tance of 15 miles.

THE WAY BIG GUNS ARE AIMED ON LAND AND SEA. 


At sea, when a vessel is moving, the base 
is fixed and measured upon the deck. A 
telescope is placed at either end of that line, 
and the lenses of both are focused upon the 
object to be shot at. An observation is then 
taken, a mathematical calculation is made, 
the book of tables is referred to, and in a 
moment the gunner may know whether the 
eremy’s cruiser is five and one-half or six 
and one-fourth miles away, or any other 
given distance. This, of course, requires a 
great deal of technical skill and mathe- 
matical ability, but it is said to be abso- 
lutely accurate, and the apparatus is so sen- 
sitive and regulated to such a fine degree 
that by turning a key a monster gun weigh- 
ing 100 tons can be Instantly adjusted so 
that with a given quantity of powder it will 
carry a projectile of a given weight exact- 
ly the distance which the range-finder has 
determined. 

Of course, the gunner must know the con- 
tents of his carriage, because that is a ma- 


terial factor in his problem. He must also 
make allowances for the wind, for the re- 
sistance of the atmosphere, for the curva- 
ture of the earth and for the movement 
of the enemy’s fleet if it is in motion, The 
rangefinder its, however, a great deal more 
accurate than the human eye, and persons 
with defective vision will often insist that

Aithough we have guns~on our battle- 
ships and in the fortresses on the coast 
that will carry a projectile 13 miles, it 
would be folly to attempt to use them at 
that distance, because, owing to the cur- 
vature of the earth, it would be impossible 
to see the target.

‘AS A PHILADELPHIA MAN. 


\EMOVED HIS OVERCOAT AND 
SHOT DOWNWARD INTO THE 
MUDDY WATERS BELOW.

HIS BODY WAS NOT RECOVERED. 


Traveled for a Cold Storage House and 
Had Been on a Debauch in 
‘St. Louts for Nearly 
a Weck. 


Albert A. Henry, traveling agent for a 
Philadelphia cold storage concern, jumped 
from the middle span of the Eads bridge 
at $ o'clock this morning and was drowned 
in the muddy waters of the Mississippi, 

It was the fifteenth suicidal attempt tn 
St. Louls since last Sunday. 

Pobert Elker, teamster for the Morrison 
Express Co., was driving slowly over the 
bricge and when near the middle noticed 
a middle-aged, well-dressed man rapidiy 
walking along the footpath toward East St. 
Lou's. 

Before reaching Elker the man stopped, 
glanced hastily around andj quickly re- 
moved hia overcoat. He threw the coat on 
the floor of ths bridge ard then climbed 
over the iron railing. 

Elker didn’t even then comprehend what 
the man intended doing, but stopped his 
team and watched the stranger ag he slowly 
crept out on a projecting arm that supports 
the hundreds of telephone wires which cross 
the structure. 

Other teamsters stopped to watch the man. 
He glanced around, saw they were looking 
at him, and then stooped and caught hold 
of a wire, as if he had crawled out on the 
arm to repatr something. Again he glanced 
confusedly at the gapirg teamsters. 

The colored driver of a coal wagon got 
down from hig se2t and started toward the 
man. At this movement evidently, fearing 
his attempt to end his life would be frus- 
trated, the man ross erect on the narrow 
scantling, glared wildly ebout for an in- 
stant, and then throwing out both arms he 
dove to his death. 

As he shot head downward, the teamsters 
all sprang from their wagons and ran to 
the edgo of the bridge. Peering over, they 
saw the man’s body tumbling over and over 
in its downward descent, 

It went into the water head first. There 
was a eplash and then the waters swirled 
over it and it was scen no more. 

Nothing was done to save the man’s life. 
If anyone on the river boats saw him leap 
from the bridge they were too far away to 
render assistance. 

Tugs afterward steamed over the spot 
where he disappeared, but the body was 
not seen and probably never will be until 
the currents dgposit it on the shore miles 
down tho river, after it |s decomposed be- 
yond recognition. | 

After the body was out of sight Erker 
picked up the overcoat. Policeman Dowl- 
ing took it to the Fourth District Station. 
In a pocket was found a sinal! memoran- 
dum book, on one page of which had been 
scrawled:

IT FORMS OF ITSELF AN ARGU- 
MENT IN FAVOR OF THE 
MERIT SYSTEM. 


FIGURES TELL THE STORY. 


In 1895-96 Less Work by $130,000 
‘Was Done Than in 1886-87, 
but It Cost $33,000 
More to Do It. 


The amount of money spent on the streets 
of St. Louis for all purposes grows less 
every year, while each year the amount 
spent for salaries increases. 

In the fiscal year ending April 11, 1897, the 
total amount certified to wae $983,703.10, and 
the salaries and expenses of the Street 
Commissioner's office were $44,895.30. : 

in the fiscal year ending April 13, 1896, the 

’ t¢3 , - AS 72 & 
total amount certified to was $855,475.59, 
while the salaries and expenses of the Street 
Commissioner's office amounted to $77,907.74. 

In plain English, less work by $130,000 
worth was done in 1895-96 and it cost $33,000 
more to have it done than in 1886-87. 

In plainer English the fewer workingmen 
employed and the less material used the 
larger the number of inspectors and bosses 
required to watch the work—or draw eala- 
ries to watch it. 

Yet the objectors to the merit system say 
that taxpayers have no right to demand a 
change, and that the present system is far 
preferable to adopting business methods. 

Startling as the discrepancy is between the 
work done and the cost of seeing it done 
shown by these figures it does not tell ali 
the story. 

Thus in 188-87 the amount appropriated 
for rew work, in the construction of streets 
and alleys and bridges and culvert6é was 
$180,787.67. Inthe year 1895-96 the amount ex- 
pended On new work was a pitiful $42,111.06. 

It*'would appear, therefore, that while sal- 
aries and expenses. increase apace new 
work lags, and the bulk of the money ex- 
pended goes to reconstructing and repairing 
streets, which, if properly made .and in- 
spected when constructei, would not be 
eternally in need of repairs and reconstruc- 
tion. 

Another thing is to be noted in making 
the cemparison between work and salaries. 
Of:-the total amount certified to in 1886-87 
the sum of $285,938.08 was for gaslight and 
maintaining gasoline lamps. ‘The iighting 
expenses are not now included in the Street 
Department expenditures. It is true that 
the sprinkling department has been added, 
but in 1895-96 the sprinkling expense was 
oniy $115,896.42, which lacks $170,000 of offset- 
ting the lighting expense. 

Analyzed, the reports for 1886-87 and 189- 
96 Se gym show the following facts: 

Total expenditures for 1886-87, $983,703.10, 
including new work $180,787.67 and city light- 
ing $285,938.08. Expenses and salaries of 
Commissioner’ office $44,895.30. 

1895-96 total expenditures $845,473.80, iInclud- 
ing new work $42,111.06, and sprinkling $110,- 
896.42. Expenses and galaries of Commis- 
sioner’s office $77,907.74. 

lt must not be forgotten that the ex- 
penses and salaries for the latter year 
were based on the system in vogue before 
the late salary grab bill was passed, which 
divided the city into districts and created 
four new superintendents and a small army 
of subordinate officials to draw iin salaries 
a large part of the appropriation which 
should beexpended on the streets. 

In consequénce of this the salaries and 
expenses for 1897-98 will be boosted very 
considerably while the total appropriation 
will show no corresponding increase. “ith 
no greater aggregate of money to spend, if 
the pay roll of officials is made greater the 
inevitable result is that there will be less 
money expended -on the streets, and the 
osoge 4 atill holds good, the fewer men and 
eSs material to watch, the more bosses to 
watch them. 

A table of the total expenditures for the 
street department, the amount expended for 
labor and carts in street cleaning, and the 
salaries and expenses of the Commissioner’s 
office aftords a practical object lesson at 
this time, when it is contended that the 
present system is good enough, and the 
merit system a dream of unpractical re- 
formers, 

It shows a steady increase of salaries and 
expenses, except an occasional slight ebb 
and flow, due to natural causes, while the 
general tendency has been to a decrease in 
the work done. 

Tho years of 1891-92 and 1892-98 Were the 
last two years of the Noonan adminiestra- 
tion, and those were the ‘“‘good old days,” 
which the politicians refer to regretfully, 
when good jobs were more or less plentiful. 
The third year of Mayor Noonan’s term 
showed an increase of over $10,000 in salaries 
and expenses, while in his last year that 
high water mark was exceeded by $6000. 
But even in those two years the total ex- 
penditures were much larged, and, infer- 
entially, at least, there was more work and 
men to be watched.

LETTER THAT CAME TOO LATE. 


A Former Employer of the Prisoner | 
Writes That He Is Insane and a 
Dozen Witnes23 Can Prove It. | 


The Feiferlich murder case closed with | 
a strong argument from the defendant’s | 
attorney, Van Patton, at noon Friday. The | 
evidence of the defense in a nutshell was | 
that the murderer, George Feiferlich, was | 
insane: that he was haunted by imaginary | 
persons, and that he heard voices that told | 
him that his brother Joe, whom he killed, | 
was his enemy, and that he was planning 
to take his life. 

Attorney Eggers, for the State, in his 
address to the jury scouted the insanity 
plea. It is thought by lawyers that self- 
defense would have been a better plea. 

The remarkable testimony of Mrs. Gustav 
Voerg. who said that the dead man had 


a revolver and had placed it on the bed in 
the room where the tragedy occurred, short- 
ly before he was stabbed, would have gone 
far towards making out a case of self-de- 
fense, especially as she was originally sub- 
poenaed as a witness for the State. 

While the arguments were being made 
Feiferlich was toying with a piece of chew- 
ing tobacco held in his right hand, while he 
drummed on the chair arm with his left 
hand. His eyes, unusually brilliant, seemed 
continually directed at the jury. Otherwise 
he seemed in no way interested. 

Judge Zachritz followed the arguments 
with instructions to the jury to find the 
defendant guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree, second degree or acquit him. At 11:30 
the jury retired, 

A few minutes later Attorney Van Patton 
received a leter from Aratino Everett, Mon- 
taloo, Col, a ranch owner, who employed 
Feiferlich when he first began to show 
signs of mental weakness. 

“he letter, which came too late to be in- 
troduced as evidence, stated that the de- 
fendant was a maniac. 

“Tt would be murder to hang him,” it said. 
“He is a crazy man; I can name a dozen 
witnesses who will bear me out.’’

They are Father J. J. Harty of St. Leo 
and Father Francis Goller of SS. Peter 
and Paui’s, Father Harty’s name was pre- 
sented when Bishop Butler was chosen 
last summer, and that he is again men- 
tioned is believed to indicate strong im- 
dorsement. 

In the consideration of Father Goller’s 
name the powerful German element of the 
church is recognized. It is said that this 
compliment has not been paid before in ® 
years. 

The selections of both bishops and priests 
are closely guarded, and no official of the 
church is permitted to affirm or deny ru- 
mors. 

Bishop Hennessey of Wichita and Glen- 
non of Kansas City are said to favor Fath. 
er N. Perier, now Vicar-General of the va- 
cant veé, as against the St. Louis priests. 
The people of Concordia want Perier be- 
cause they know him, and his appointment 
is regarded as highly probable. 

The first Bishop of Concordia was Rev. 
Richard Scannell, who was consecrated 
Nov, 30, 1887. The see was made vacant in 
1890, when Bishop Scannell was transferred 
to Omaha. The diocese is not wealthy and 
the see was left vacant for seven years. 
Last summer Right Rev. Thaddeus J. But- 
ler of Chicago, was appointed ym | b 
the Pope. Fr. Butler dled tn Rome, July id 
1897, before he was consecrated. 

The list of eligibles selected at Thurs- 
day’s conclave wiil be examined by the car- 
dinals and the Vatican and the Pope will 
promote the priest who receives the high- 
est commendation,

A man, who may be called for the pres- 
ent William Brown, sat in the parlor of 
Dr. May. Van Horne Goegssling’s residence 
at 3715 North Grand avenue, 
night and said gladly, yet w 
in every inflection of his volce: 

“It is almost a week since I tasted whis- 
ky, and if I continue to feel as I do now 
I shal] never again swaitlow a drop of it. 


I do not know if I have won in a struggle 
that has been going on for years, but I 
do know that I have no more desire to 
drink whisky than I have to drink paint or 
black ink. 

“That's doing ,well for a fellow whose 
daily allowance has been five pints—and 
barrel house booze at that,”’ he added with 
a feeble smile. 

William Brown, who by his own. confes- 
Sion has been one of the hardest drinkers 
ever sent to the gutter by whisky, is being 
treated for dipsomania by Dr. Goessling. 
rhe treatment is hypnotic. He has had 
three sittings before her, a violent spree 
Was arrested at a critical stage and he 
has progressed so far in the mastery of 
the vice that he can trust himself alone 
with whisky on al] sides of him. 

“When I feel that I am no longer a slave 
I shall then make no secret of my identity,”’ 
Says Brown, 


that the hopeless 

drunkard has been reclaimed, and advise 
other wretches like myself that they may 
find something to make life worth living.” 
Brown is about 40 years old, comes from 
a fine family in*the upper part of Kentucky. 
has made two fortunes through his busi- 
ness instinct and level judzment and has 
lost both of them through his appetite for 
liquor. Time and again he has been “braced 
up” by friends and sent to various retreats 
to take various ‘“‘cures.”” Each t me he has 
backslid and gone deeper and deeper into 
excesses, His wife left him and took with 
her their children. He became an outcast, 
with but one idea. It was to get whisky. He 
would swim the Mississippi for a pint of 
liquor if he didn’t have the money to pay 
for it. In fact, he did swim the Onlo River 
once and stowed away in thé freight of a 
steamboat, so he could escape to Cincinnati 
and spend the money, to prevent which his 
deg and friends had him strapped to a 


Brown drifted to St. Louis, a city which 
he unqualifiedly pronounces to be the tough- 
est proposition on the map when it comes 
to “jonahing’’ a bartender out of a drink 
when ou haven't got the price. 
A business man, who had known 
Brown in former days of pros- 
age € when Brown was noted through- 
out the South as one of the shrewdest land 
boomers and manufacturing town promot- 
ers in that section of the cauntry, found 
him on the street, shoveling coal into a 
basement. He gave Brown. money, bought 
him clothing and gained him employment. 
The attempt at reformation was a failure, 
as usual. 

A week go Brown ws discovered in a hal!- 
way on Locust street between Sixth and 
Seventh streets, drunk to unconsciousness, 
filthy and half starved. Another friend, a 
St. Louisan who ‘had become interested in 
his case, took hold of him, had him scrubbed 
in a bath house, put new clothing on his 
back and ordered him to a private hos- 
rig Tuesday evening the friend escorted 
im to Dr. Goessling and placed him under 
her care. 

She hypnotized Brown readily, told him 
he must let whisky alone, and Brown has 
obeyed. The seance was repeated Wednes- 
day evening and gone through with again 
Thursday evening in the presence of 
Brown’s benefactor and a representative of 
the Post-Dispatch. Brown sat in one of the 
parlor rocking chairs, his head resting on a 
cushion, and his feet placed on the piano 
roo to help him maintain a reclining posi- 

on, 

At Dr. Goessling’s command he closed his 
eyes. She passed her hand over his face, 
perhaps half a dozen times, and then she 
gently pressed the thumb of her right hand 
on his forehead, her fingers gently touching 
his head,

TWO QUESTIONS 


The Court Claims Contempt Was Com.

The Court of Appeals was asked to issue 
a writ of habeas corpus Friday moming 
in the case of Mrs. Sophie M. Doyle, who 
passed the night in jail because she re- 
fused to tellyJudge Spencer where she has 
concealed her three sons. 

The application states that Mrs. Doyle 
is illegally confined because the court over- 
stepped its jurisdiction in insisting upon 
Mrs. Doyle answering a question that was 
not material to the issues at bar, and be- 
cause the court dad lost jurisdiction be- 
cause of the di#Mmissal of the sult of Mrs. 
Doyle, upon which the interlocutory plea 
for an order was based. 

Mrs. Doyle had a sult for divorce pend- 
ing. Her husband asked for an order per- 
mitting him to see his three sons, ranging 
in age from 10 to 16 years. 

Judge Spencer asked Mrs. Doyle where 
the boys were. She refused to tell and was 
sent to jail for contempt of court. 

These proceedings her attormeys claim 
were beyond the legal rights of the court 
in the case. 

As the case stands Judge Spencer can in- 
sist upon the answering of only the single 
question, as he has no right to ask any 
more because the case” is not before him. 


The refusal was made before the suit was 
digmissed and Judge Spencer holds that the 
ons gaa does not in any way purge Mrs.

Mr. Moore is in St. Louis, registered at 
the Planters’. He added to this informa- 
tion the following: 

‘The Governor has complied, and the 
money will be spent judiciously in placing 
the State militia in first-class fighting con- 
dition. Gen. Bell says that in the event 
President McKinley calls for troops the 
Missouri militia, consisting of about 2500 
men, can be mobilized in two days. Col. 
Gross of Kansas City has already asked 
that some of the money be used in buy- 
ing accouterments for his regiment.” 

It is probable that Col. Batdorf will ask 
for a portion of this fund. The quarter- 
master’s report shows there are 610 active 
members of the First Regiment and that 
complete equipments are on hand for 450.

A NOBLE ULTIMATUM. 


If it shall be made clear that the horrible crime in the 
harbor of Havana was committed by fanatics or desperadoes 
in guch a way that Spanish authorities are cleared of all 
suspicion of aid or connivance an indemnity with the punish- 
ment of the guilty would be all that the United States would 
be justified in asking. 

But assuming the responsibility of Spain, without such miti- 
gating proof, a money indemnity would be inadequate either to 
atone for the crime or to vindicate the honor of the United 
States. If the treacherots destruction of one warship and 
its crew may be paid for with money the treacherous destruc- 
tion of all warships may be paid for with more money. This 
would be the logic of a blood-money settlement. 

Holding Spain responsible, the United States should couple 
with the demand for an indemnity of money a demand for 
the immediate evacuation of Cuba by the Spanish forces. 

The loss 0§ Cuba would be a severe and humiliating puntish- 
ment to Spain. It would be an example for other nations. 
But it would be also a great beneficence to a brave people 
struggling for freedom. me 

Thus the compensation for the death of brave men by 
treacherous hands would be the freedom of a people. The 
dead sailors would. be martyrs to liberty. We would thus 
erect as a noble memorial to the dead in Havana a new, free 
government in the Western Hemisphere. 

‘If this course shall bring war let war come. We would 
have something better worth fighting for than a few millions 
ef dollars. Our vindication would be linked with a good cause.

The answer was cabled 
to the Post-Dispatch and World. The Republic or an ally 
stole the statement from Mr. Houghton’s cablegram. 

Yet with this clear steal in its columns the Republic has 
the effrontery to boast in the same issue of its news resources 
and to charge that all the other newspapers in St. Louis are 
cribbing from its columns and guessing at the news. 

All the news the Republic gets is bought at the second-hand 
news stores or is stolen from the dispatches of the special 
correspondents of the Post-Dispatch, at the centers of news.

Simple Plan for Coast Defense. 
To the Editor ef the Post-Dispatch. 


The question of the defense of our 6ea- 
board cities, in view of the threatened war 
clouds rising above the Eastern horizon, is 
now recciving serious consideration from 
Government authorities. The disposition 
seems to be to consider only the repelling 
power of guns and explosives, which are 
important; yet, to an outsider it would seem 
that there are other means comparatively 
inexpensive for successfuliy resisting an ar- 
mored battleship that might force its way 
into one of our harbors. 

The experience of the English battleship 
Camperdown, which collided accidentally 
With a sister ship while maneuvering, it 
seems to the writer gave a pretty good hint 
how to deal with such vessels anchoring 
in the hharbor of any of our large cities. A 
ram built for strength, propelied by power- 
ful engines, with great weight to give it 
momentum, would sink or so disable any 
vessel affoat as to render it unserviceable.

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RUSSIA GETTING UP A WAR. 


Fair Prospect for a Summer or Autumn 
Descent Upon the Turk. — 


VIENNA, Feb. 2%.—Relations between 
Turkey and Bulgaria are rapidly assuming 
the same state as those which prevailed im- 

mediately preceding the Turko-Russian 


war, 21 years ago. There is this difference 
that. whereas, the outrages perpeirated by 
the Ottoman officials and troops, regular 
as well as irregular, were then committed 
upon the Bulgarians in Bulgaria, they are 
mow perpetrated upon the Bulgarians in 
Macedonia. Truth plays so small a role in 
the Balkan States, and mendacity is to 
such an extent the order of the day there, 
that it is difficult to know just how much 
truth there is in the appalling stories of 
Bulgarians burned by Turks with red-hot 
irons, suspended over slow fires, head down- 
ward, and analogous tortures. 

The inference is obvious. It is that Rus- 
sia is paving the way for a.summer or au- 
tumn campaign against Turkey, in fulfil- 
ment of the not altogether vague menace 
issued by the Czar the other day when he 
temporarily abandoned the position which 
he had taken up in favor of the immediate 
appointment of Prince George of Greece as 
Governor General of Crete. Russia has 
thoroughly made it clear that the affair 
is merely postponed for awhile. Prince 
Ferdinand of Bulgaria will leave at the end 
of next week for a visit to St. Petersburg, 
and is meanwhile spending enormous sums 
of money in perfecting the equipment of his 
large army. which is entirely at the dis- 
posal of Russia.

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THEY WILL MOVE AGAINST IT. 


One Man Suggests a Coat of Tar and 
Feathers for the Breakers 
of the Law. 


ne 


The local bookmakers having been driven 
out of St. Louls are now camped on Illinois 
sol] and are running things over there with 
a high hand, 

In defiance of the State laws which in 
Illinois make bookmaking except on race 
tracks a penitentiary offense the bookmak- 
ers who recently did business in St. Louis 
are now all camped on Illinois soil and are 
running along unmolested, 

The new room at Cahokia cuts but little 
figure, as it does only a trifling business, but 
the place at Madison is attracting big 


crowds and is doing great damage to the 
youth and unsophisticated of both Missouri 
and Illinois. 

There are two laws on the Illinois Stat- 
utes which, if enforced, would not only 
wipe out the den at Madison in a day, but 
land its propmetors behind the bars of the 
penitentiary. 

According to the law, indictments against 
the parties running the Madison room are 
not needed. The law plainly says: “Of- 
fenses under the statutes prohibiting gam- 
ing houses and bookmaking and pool sell- 
ing establishments can be prosecuted either 
by indictment or information.”’ 

So the officials of Madison County, which 
includes all the officials in the towns of 
Venice, Madison, Nameoki, BPdwardsvilie, 
and Alton can go before any Justice of the 
Peace in any of those cities, file informa- 
tions against the proprietors of the so-called 
Madison Turf Exchange, land them in jail 
forthwith and, if in earnest, secure their 
quick passage to the peniégentiary. 

There is no necessity of the officials wait- 
ing on this or that grand jury to go in ses- 
sion. They can move without the assistance 
of any such cumbersome body. All that is 
needed is testimony and that is cheap, and 
with it they can secure all the warrants 
they want from any justice of the peace in 
Madison County. 

On the lllinois statutes there is a law 
which reads: 

‘“‘Whoever keeps a common gaming house 
* * * shall upon conviction for the first 
offense be fined not less than $100, and for 
the second offense be fined not less than $60 
and be confined in the county jail not less 
than six months, and for the third offense 
shall be fined not less than $500 and be im- 
prisoned in the penitentiary not less than 
two years nor more than five years.’’ 

On the Illinois Statutes, page 261, sec- 
tion 1, there is another law which reads: 

“That any person who keeps any room, 
shed, tenement, tent, booth or bullding, or 
any part thereof, or who occupies any place 
upon any public or private grounds within 
this State with any book or instrument cr 
device for the purpose of recording or reg- 
istering bets or wagers or sells pools upon 
the result of any trial or contest of skill, 
speed or power of the endurance of man cr 
beast, * * shall, on conviction, be im- 
prisoned in the county jail for a period of 
not less than one year or by a fine not ex- 
ceeding $2000, or both.”’ 

Despite the good laws of Illinois, not a 
single move has been made against the 
Madison gamblers. The latter not only 
openly boast that they have bought up 
all the officials of Madison County, ‘but that 
they have a monopoly of the gambling 
business over there and will permit no 
one to come in there and do business in 
opposition to them. They also openly boast 
that: they have a ring on this side of suffi- 
client strength to keep the rooms on this 


feide closed in the interest of Madison. 


The decent people of Madison are already 
up in arms against the hellhole flourishing 
in their midst. A prominent citizen of 
Madison said yesterday in talking of the 
queer attitude of some of the St. Louis 
newspapers in relation to the poolrooms: 
“It appears very strange indeed that some 
of the newspapers in St. Louis have made 
a bitter war on the poolrooms on that side, 
while not having a word to say against the 
den over here at Madison. As a matter of 
fact, the vile establishment at Madison is 
doing more damage than the poolrooms 
which recently flourished in St. uls, for 
the reason that clerks, salesmen, employcs 
of banks and others patronize it becauee 
here they cannot be geen by their employ- 
ers. The youth of St. Louis, as well as of 
Illinois, knowing that this establishment 
is isolated, and that they can come here 
without the knowledge of their parents, 
visit me pee in droves. 

“Immediate steps should be taken to_wipe 
the place off the face of the earth. War- 
rants should be sworn out against the gam- 
blers running the vile establishment and 
every newspaper in Illinois and Missouri 
should, in the interest of law, order and 
public soneney assist in the good 
work. A public indignation meeting 
should be held here and aie caii 
should be made on the authori- 
ties to enforce the laws and land the gam- 
blers in jail. If, after such request has 
been made, the authorities still refuse to 
act, then 1 believe in the people 
here taking the law in their own hands and 
treating the blacklegs to a suit of tar and 
feathers, if nothing else.

REMARKABLE ESCAPE OF A 
WORKMAN FROM INSTANT 
DEATH OR MUTILATION. 


JOHN WALSH’S AERIAL FLIGHT. 


Crashed Through Glass and Fell Sixty 


Feet From the Roof and Fscaped 
With a Few Bruises. 


John Walsh, aged 35, had a miraculous 
escape from a terrible death Thursday 
evening. , 

He fell from a roof, went through a sky- 
light, fell 60 feet to the floor and escaped 
with a few bruises.

Unless the 
order of court is complied with or he is al- 
lowed to figure as a pauper in the suit, his 
cross bill has no standing in court,
